History of the Wrecks on the Strand 
of Afternoon Journalism in 
St. Louis. 


Then and Now.

Louis POsT- DISPATCH, solemnly swearthat 
the actual, regular, bona fl de circulation 
of the dally Post- DISPATCH was as follows:

These few linestellin brief the storv of 
the growth and development of the Post- 
DISPATCH under its present conductor. In 
three years the circulation of the, paper has 


jumped from 3,000 to over 20,000. 
The annals of journalism contain 
no record of such a steady, 


rapid and unprecedented advance. To take 
a newspaper which was as dead as the pro- 
verbial door-nail, in which over a quarter of 
a million dollars had been sunk by various 
individuals and parties in futile efforts to 
place it on a paying basis—to take such a 
paper andon its ruins establish what is 
admittedly one of the best and most pros- 
perous afternoon journals of the country, 
is, indeed, a feat to which the manage- 
ment may refer with pardonable pride. 
Three years agothe St. Louis Dispatch was 
total wreck. [t was adver- 


tised for sale by the Sheriff under 
a mortgage. Fora month previeusiy it had 
been printed as s matter of form—the entire 
force consisting of one reporter. _R. 8. Mac- 
Donald was the trustee, and simply issued 
the paper to reserve the rights of creditors. 
The Dispatch then had no news, no sub- 
scribess, no readers. Its carriers had all 
deserted to the Post or Star, at that timea 
new journalistic venture. It possessed ab- 
solutely nothing. Journalists considered it 
utterly worthiess. Under such depressing 
circumstances it went under the hammer, 
and onthe 10th day of December, 1878, was 
urchased at Sheriff's sale by Mr. Joseph 
ulitzer for $2,500. There was no other bid. 
At 12 o’clock noon he took possession of this 
uninviting property. The press was broken, 
the type was battered and worn, there 
was no coal to fire the engine, no 
paper to print the journal on, actualiy no 
rope to hauiup the elevator. In one word, 
the property was valueless. In the face of 
this discouraging outlook, the present pub- 
lisher got outa peepee that very day eall 

the Dispatch. Then it was a worthless jour- 
nalistic wreck, in the eyes of experts beyond 
resuscitation. They looked upon the venture 
as utterly hopeless. But the new proprie- 
tor, althouch the field was strewn with the 
ruins of afternoon journalism and two bright 
afternoon papers were then vigorously push- 
ing ahead, thought otherwise, and he backed 
up his belief with energy and money. He

HOW THE GROWTH WAS ACHIEVED. 


A history of the newspaper since the pres 

ent management assumed contro! will afford 
the best explanation of this unparalleled suc- 
cess. After the purchase at Sherilf’s sale on the 
10th of December the Dispatch was pub- 
lished for two days, when on the 12th it was 
announced that a consolidation had been 
effected with the St. Louis Evening Post. 
Mr. John A. Dillon, a gentieman of rare tal- 
ent and ability, and now and then one 
of the most brilliant journalists’. of 
this city, had begun the issue of the 
Evening Post on the 10th of January, 1878. 
From the first the paper was readable, 
breezy and newsy. Mr. Dillon had grasped 
the idea of the true mission ofa daily jour- 
nal, and the Evening Post was a great ad- 
vaice upon allits predecessors and up to 

that time admittedly the best afternoon pa- 


per published in St. Louls. But the 
Post, despite its able management, 
bad not met with the finan- 
cial success its deserts merited. At the 


time of the consolidation the daily circula- 
tion amounted to oniy 3,000. The first issue 
of the amaigamated journals was under the 
title of the St. Louis Post and Dispatch, but 
after a couple of weeks this was changed 
and the paper appeared with its present hv- 
phenated nameof St. Louis Post- DISPATCH. 
sut even after the two papers had merged in- 
to one serious difficulties faced the manage- 
ment. The Post had been print- 
ed on the Globe-Democrat presses. 
It had no press or machinery of its own. 
The PosT-DISPATCH leased the building on 
Fifth street. For the first time it was print- 
ed and published on its own press and ma- 
chinery and issued from its own office. This 
was a great step forward. In May, 1879, the 
rival Evening Siar became a wreck,and, pass- 
ing under the Sheriff’s hammer, was pur- 
chased by the Posy-DISPATCH. In the fal? 
of 1879 Mr. Jopn A. Dillion retired from the 
conduct of the paper. His interest was 
purchased by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, in whom 
the sole management and property thus 


became vested. At that time the 
rowth of the paper had been: slow. 
ts daily circulation had only ate 


tained 5,000. All the departments were 
now strengthened, and the PosT-DISPArCH 
began that career of fearless itdependence 
which has produced for it such luudable 
results. Both in its editorial and business 
branches the same rule prevailed—push and 
independence. No bank, banker or broker 
was ever asked for loans, discounts or 
credit in any shape. Everything the 
PosT-DISPATCH purchased it bought for 
cash. It neither needed nor asked for 
favors from the moneyed corporations. The 
proprietor owned it solely and completely, 
and without incumbrance, and thus it had 
neither to crouch nor cringe. Financially 
completely independent, it was equally so 
editorially. No party, ring, corporation or 
clique has ever paid ita dollar for illegiti- 
mate purposes or ever been called on for 


assistance. Its battles were always for 
what it deemed the public’s interest. It 
doubtless made mistakes, but, wrong or

This is the most 
striking vindication of the paper’s course. 

Amoug the abuses which the PostT-Dis- 
PATCH alone and persistently attacked were 
the lottery and gambling rings. The lottery 
ring has disappeared. Gambling still sur- 
vives, but on broken legs. 

It has attacked the vicious. variety theaters; 
the Collector has refused a license to the worst 
and only granted it tothe others on conci- 
tions which Deepeak a great imorovement in 
the moral atmosphere of these low resorts. 

It has” ' wrt attacked the “dago 
dens;”? the Municipal Assembly passed an 
ordinance restricting and condemoing them 
and the Collector is weeding them out. 

It bas attacked the Union Depot, its un- 
sigbtiiness aud disgrace to the city; the rail- 
road ollicials are now consulting over the 
erection ofa new depot. 

It attacked and laid bare the inefficiency and 
lack of discipline in the Fire Department; 
the Fire Department has been improved, 
new rules introduced and a higher degree of 
efficiency brought about. 

It continuously opposed the schemes of 
the St. Louis Gas Company, was the only

It exposed the State Treasury steal under 
Gates, and isid bare the rottenness of the 
Treasury ring: the Mastin Bank collapsed

And its first and greatest ons!aught was on 
the wealthy tax-dodzers of the city, notwith- 
standing that some of “‘our very best citi- 
zens” were in the list; to-dav the assessment 
returns show an increase of over $2,000, 000— 
a result, as the Assessor admits, largely due 
to the efforts of the Post-DISPATCH. 

It bas continuously attacked the city admin- 
istration on account of the disgraceful condi- 
tion of the streeis; to-day the authorities are 
largely extending the granite pavements. 

It pointed out defects in the fire. alarm 
system; these defects have been remedied. 

It has always b2en and always will be on 
the side of the public against moneved ar- 
rogance, oppression, bureaucracy, red- 
tapeism and rings in any form, and this the 
public has not been slow to recognize; hence 
one cause of the remarkable grow h of the 
paper. 

Politically the PosT-DISPATCH is also en- 
tirely independent. It owes allegiance to 
no party, receives no “pap” or patronage 
and is in no sense of the word an ‘‘organ.’’ 
It speaks what it deems the truth and 
points the views regardiess of what party 
may be hurt. It has made bold to criticise a 
Democratic President or Governor with as 
much cheerful alacrity as a Republican 
Mayor and it stands reudy at all times to 
make the people’s fight against designing 
men its own. 


It was theonly St. Louis paper which 
supported Vest in his race for the United 
States Senatorship. Vest was triumphant- 
lv elected and the efforts of the PostT- 
DISPATCH contributed in no slight de- 
gree towards the caucus result. — 

The Post-DIsPaATCH was the only paper 
in St. Louis which supported the candidacy 
of Crittenden. Crittenden is now the Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, for which we are Bsin- 
cerely sorry. 

The Post-DisPpaTcH repeatedly pointed 

out and warned the Democratic National 
Committee that five Congressional seats in 
this State were in danger from an alliance of 
the Republicans withéethe MGreenbackers. 
The warnings were unheeded and the Demo- 
crats lost five Congressional seats in this 
State and thereby control of the House of 
Ropresentatives. 
The Post-DIsPATCH last spring served 
notice on the City Hall ring that {it could 
nottrample onthe democratic right of re- 
presentation, and owing to ite bitter andiag- 
gressive fight the Overstolz ticket was de- 
feated by 13,000 majority. 

The complete inde —< of the PostT- 
DISPATCH cannot be er illustrated than 
by referring to the Jate Presidential election. 
It supported Hancock for the Presidency, but 


the truth; hence the general accuracy of 
our information concerning political elec- 
tions. Deriving no *‘pap”’ from either party, 
itis not forced to lie for them. 

Again the Post. DIsPpATCH does not hesi- 
tate to express its views and tell the facts 
even when by so doing itruns counter to 
public opinion. When Garfield was op 
his sick-bed, this paper, solitary and alone, 
dec'ared that the wound would terminate 
fatally. Its special dispatches from Eiberon 
contained the facts. The public, desirous of 
course thatthe President shonid recover, 
derided themeas sensational, Butthe Posr- 
DisPATCH persisted in spite of popular dis- 
approval and ite judgment was unfortunate- 
ly vindicated. 

Neither has the PostT-DISPATCH been be- 
hind hand in the more startling 
and -enterprising features of modern 
journalism. When the Senatorial Committee 
was sitting with closed doorsin secret ses- 
sion at the Laclede Hotel, investigating the 
records of the newly appoint- 
ed Police Commirsioners, it defied bolts 
and bars aud printed an almost verbatim 
report of the procecdings for three days, to 
the discomfiture of the ringsters. This was, 
undoubtedly, as fine a piece of journalism 
as hasever been done by any paper. Its 
libel suits have not even been devoid of in- 
terest. When it published the report of 
Carlotti Patti’s doings at Leavenworth, the 
cantatrice promptly sued the paper 
for $50.000 damages, but after the taking of 
depositions was glad to withdraw the euit. 
The Post-DISPATCH always strove to get 
the news and printit, whoeverthe parties 
involved might be. 

So much for the conduct of the paper, in 
which the management would have failed 
oftener than it has done bad it not 
heen for the efficacy and elan of the manag- 
ing editor, Mr. John A. Cockerill, to whose 
works and worth no tribute which the con- 
ductor of the paper can pay would be too 
public ortov just. Mr. Cockerill bas im- 
pressed bis strong personality upon the Posr- 
DISPATCH, and his corrosive pen has done 
yeoman service for St. Louis «s well as for 
this journal. In accordance with the policy 
of the proprietor to permanently identifv 
the chiefs of departments with the future of 
the paper an ample and handsome interest 
inthe capital stock of *tthe P.-D. was set 
aside for-Mr. John A. Cockerill. 

Thetime for gathering news on an afternoon 
journal is limited, and hence rapidity is a 
great factorin the qualities of the staff. In 
six hours work has to be done which on a 
morning paper may be done in fourteen. To 
receive every facility, the Post-DISPATCH 
has its owntelegraph wires runniog linoto its 
office, employs its own operator and receives 
its own telegraphie dispatches. Tne expense 
is more than equaled by the savingin time 

The local and telegraphic departments are 
in charge of Mr. Henry W. Moore, the ex, 
cellent city editor of the paper, and praise 
must be awarded himand his able staff for 
the mannerin which the news department 
ls covered. | 

The Post-DISPATCH has solved the prol- 
lem of afternoon journalism. It _ is really 
very nearly a morning paper printed twelve 
hours in advance. Aljlthe eventsof a day 
usually transpire before four or five o’clock. 
The courts of law, the banks, the exchanges, 
all business is over by that time. In _ the 
POST-DISPATCH you read the stock qnuota- 
tions which you will findin the next morn- 
ing’s paper, the cotton, grain, wheat, flour, 


provisions and other market reporis the 
same as you will find in 
the next morning’s paper. The 


foreiga dispatches, owing to the six hours, 
difference in time between Europe and St. 
Louis, give all the news up to midnight. 
Thus there is very little new matter ieftto 
the great morning dailies. They can onlv 
amplify andexpand. Evening, too, isthe 
time when the business man hasthe oppor- 
tunity for reading. He simply scans over 


his morning paper, but the evening paper he 
peruses at his leisure in the 
comforts of his own home. With 
the exception of evening meetings 


there is little that an afternoon paper does 
not report twelve hours shead of its morn- 
ing contemporaries. Public appreciation of 
this fact has alone enabled the Post-Di1s- 
PATCH to reach the largest circulation of an 

daily paper in the city of St. Louis for eae

The New Press. 

People who have seen the slow moving of 
the old hand presses, pulling with much la- 
bor a hundred and fifty impressions of one 
side an hour, will remember with what de- 
light the new Washington press was 
hailed, in which an able pressman with 
astrong corps of assistants could print 2,000 
sampressions aday on one side. Then the 
cy§nder press was perfected so that 750 
sheets, both sides, were printed in 1815 on 
the Koenig press. The Cowper press with

inders, was worked up to a thousand an 
hour in 1815. This was the 
first press upon which curved 
stereotype plates were employed. After 
this point was passed improvement was vecy 
rapid.

he type, or the stereotype, in all these 
resses was on the central cylinder and the 
paper passed over the subsidiary cylinders.

The invention of the Web Perfecting Press 
was the first great solation of the prob em of 
fast Aner. This was done in 1861 by 
William A. Bullock of Philadelphia. The 
greatetep forward was the printing of 
the paper from a continuous web 
of paper fed automaticaliy into 
the machine and cut after both sides were 
printed. Upon this basis the Hoe Web Per- 
fecting Press was perfected, the latest com- 
pleted specimen of which is now printing 
the Post-Dispatcu. It cost $25,000. The 
machine has three pairs of cylinders geared 
together. Aroll of paper, having been pre- 
viously dampened in a machine made for that 
purpose, is lifted into place by a small 
crane, and the paper from iit 
between the first pair of cylinders, the 
circumferences of each of which are just 
equal to the required length of the sheet. 
One of these cylinders has its periphery cov- 
ered with stereotype piates of the matter to be 
~nted, and is suppliedin the usual manner 
a an ink-fountain and distributing rollers.

The sheets are successively conveyed 
by two series of endless tapes ta a revolving 
evlinder which retains them until two sheets 
are upon it,when they are delivered together 
to the sheet-tlyer. Of course the prob- 
lem of fast printing has been solved for some 
years, the splendid press iu the Republican 
office, for instance, being nearly as ranid as 
ours, butont»p of the proviem of very fast 
rinting remained the question, how to 
andle the sheets as fast as thev came and 
what to do with the unfolded papers. The 
new lIloe Perfecting Pressis the one which 
has answered this question most satisfac- 
torilv. The Republican press, for instance, 
delivers the paper in four places. The new 
one of the PostT-DISPATCH has but one 
delivery, and vet the old folders occupy six 
times the sp.1cée and have over six times the 
amount of machinery liable to get out of or- 
der that the new one in our office has. The 
new folderon our machine is a marvel of sim- 
plicity and*accuracy considering the work it 
hastodo. The folding process is accom- 
plished over a couple of metal cones, against 
which the paper is pressed, and then 
delivered, folded four times, pasted, cut 
open like a book, and ready for the carrier, 
the newsboy or the mail-pouch In automati- 
cally counted bunches of ten, twenty, etc., 
all this at a much faster rate than any 
human beingcould count. Its capacity is 
from 250 to 500 per minute, 30,000 
folios, or 15,000 cut, pasted and folded papers 
an hour Of course the machine keeps a 
register of the number of papers printed. 
The second prese, which is now being built 
as rapidly as possible in New York, is an 
exact duplicate of the one already up, 
and when it arrives the POST-DISPATCH will 
be in thorough condition to once more double 
its circulation. 


The New Building. 

The new building erected, owned and occu 
pied by the Post-DISPATCH was completed 
on December 10th,on which day the editorial 
rooms were moved frem the old quarters on 
Fifth street, to be followeda few days later 
by the business office. The new press had been 
in position for nearly two weeks before 
the remainder of the office was 
moved to its newsite. The new prem 

ises were of course specially designed for a 
publishing house and the result has been 
throughout one of the most complete and 
most practically arranged newspaper estab- 
lishments in the United States. Fronting on 
Market street, Nos. 515and 517, the building 
occupies a lot 53 feet front by 120 feet deep, 
and is centrally located for a!] the business 
of the town, being ahout 150 feet from the 
Court-house and right opposite the Opera- 
house. A greatmany improvements are 
already being made on Market street,vindica- 
ting the wisdom of the selection ofa site, the 
new Alien building to our left being but one 
of the epiendid establishments goon 
to grace this thoroughfare. The 
facade of the new building, which is very 
well represented in the above cut, reflects 
much credit npon the architect, James Mc 

Grath. The front is of red brick, lined with 
black galvanized iron and stone trimmings, 
three stories high, well lit up, and hand- 
rome, though entirely unpretentious. 
The fittings are  biack and gold 
and the whole effect is pleasing as well as im- 
pressive.

Ancient History. 

The history of afternoon journalism in 
this city has been along record of failure and 
loss. Before the establishment of the Post- 
DISPATCH success had attended but two 
ventures in this Jine, and good fortune even 
then was transitory and uncertain. Toeven 
the oldest inhabitants of St. Louis it wil] be 
a surprise to learn that the PosT-DISPATCH 
can trace its pedigree back through a long 
list of wrecked journalistic ances- 
tors to the year 1838, at 
which time the first of the many papers 
which now survive in this one had its 
birth. In that year Messrs. David B. Hol- 
brook and G. 8S. Allen, a couple of enter- 
prising young men, conceived the idea of 
starting an afternoon paper in St. Louis, 
which was thenacity of 1,300 inhabitants 
and provided with several morning papers, 
notably the Missouri Republican and the St.

mated the modern idea of a newspaper. 
It was Free Soilin politics, aggressive and 
able, and up to 1847 enjoyed a fair share 
of prosperity. In 1847 it was sold to Mr. 
Lord, having begun to go the downward 
path, and in less than half a year that gentle- 
man solid what was left of the 
Gazette, the plant and good will, 
toa Mr. Ruegles, who started the Evening 
Mirror. Mr. Ruggles was nota journalist, 
and the intricacies of afternoon publication 
rapidly proved too much for him. The 
Evening Mirror, whica had dwindiedtoa 
mere advertising hand-bil!, was sold in 1848 
to Messrs. Paschall and Ramsav, who started 
the NewEra. As this firm had some money 
to lose, the New Era rapidly took on a better 
shape and began printing the news. It was 
edited with some __ ability, enough 
at any rate to get one of the editors shot in 
the leg fora little personal journalism, but 
despite this the paprrdid not pay. Its cir- 
culation was said to have been fully a thou- 
sand. In 1849 it was sold to Thomas Yeat- 
man and J. &. Crockett, and the name chang- 
ed to the Intelligencer, and acouple of months 
later it was sold to Mr. George K. Budd, who 
conducted it for nearly three years 
very successfully. In the mean time 
A. S. Mitchell & Co.—this Mr. Mitchell being 
the same who was managing editor of the de- 
funct Times-Journal] a couple of years since 
—established a rival afternoon paper, the 
Evening News. The News was really a good 
paper for the time it was printed. It had a 
circulation of 1,500 copies, commanded plenty 
of advertising and was a bright, readable 
journal, as the people thought then. The In- 
telligencer rapidly weakened before its 
powerful rival. The town bad only 74,000 in- 
habitants at the time, and there seemed to 
be room for but one paper. In 1852 the 
Intelhgencer gave up the struggle and was 
bought bv A. S. Mitchell & Co., who amalga- 
mated the two papers under the very 
cumbrous name of the Evening News and 
Intelligencer. Even at that early day news- 

aper proprietors had learned the art of 

lowing their trumpets before the walis of 
the Jericho of advertising, for a copy of the 
News and Intelligencer of 1862 tells us that 
the daily circulation of the paper was 2.000, 
the weekly 7,000, the tri-weekly 500, and the 
expenses for conducting the sheet were $1,000 
a week. The Evening Bulletin was estab- 
lished in 1859 by Peckam & Bittinger,and took 
the Free Soil side of the questions then agi- 
tating the Union. It was edited with ability by 
William Monroe, but it lasted only a short 
time, when it was sold to Eugene Longmaier, 
a gentleman connected with several of the 
oldest families of tne town. 

he Evening Gazette was started by Reb- 
man & Pollok in the winter of 1861, but 
sold to the Bulletin early in 1862. The News 
dropped the Intelligencer and was eventu- 
ally sold to the oe ae in 1867. 
The Dispatch was established in 1864 by 
Messrs. Coburn, Johnson and Peckham; the

number of other names were proposed, but 
it was finally decided to call the paper the 
Dispatch. Fhen wasthere a long discussion 
upon the spelling of the name, whether it 
should be “De” or “Difg’ but the latter or- 
thography finallv prevailed. Mr. Coburn 
acted as editor, M.. Johnson was assistant 
editor, and. Mr. Peckham wasin charge of 
the business management of the sheet. 
After a stormy and troubled life of six 
months the paper was vielded back to the 
proprietors of the old Union, the Fillevs, 
How and Foy, who resumed the publication 
of the paper, In 1868the Filley and How 
interest was sold to Mr. Ramsay, who, with 


Mr. Foy; published it for a 
vear and then sold his interest’ to 
Mr. McHenry. These gentlemen made 
some money out of the paper, but it 
was not a particularly healthy 
publication during all these years. 


Mr. Foy sold his interest to Mr. Fishback, 
ofthe Democrat, whereupon there was a 
breeze between that gentleman and his 
partner, Mr. William McKee, the latter ob- 
jeeiing to Mr. Fishback’s connection with 4 
tepublican and a Democratic paper at the 

ne time. Aftera short time Mr. Fishback 
suld his interest to Mr. D. Robert Barclay, 
who was only in the firm a few months when 
he bought out Mr. McHenry, the senior 
partner, and assumed the sole management 
ofthe concern. Mr. Barclay lost a fortune 
in the paper, and in 1873 he sold out 
to Stilson Hutchins, on a basis of $120,000. 
It was not a paving inves!ment by any means. 
In the winter of ’74 Mr. Hutchins movedthe 
paper from the Ramsey building on Third, 
near Olive, to 305 North Fifth street. § It 


was under the editorial manage- 
ment of Maj John Kd- 
wards, now of the Sedalia Democrat. 


In the winter of ’75 Mr. Hutchins took charge 
of the St. Louis Times, and moved the Dis- 
patch up tothe Times Building, on Fifth and 
Chestnut, where it was run in connection 
with the Times for six months. In the sum- 
mer of 1875 it was sold ata sacrifice to Mr. 
Allison, of Steubenville, O., who in turn sold 
it, when he was tired of losing money on it, 
to Messrs. Wolcott & Hume, then publishers 
of the St. Louis Journal. These gentlemen 
rapidly ran the paper into the hands of a re- 
eeiver, and on the 10th of November, 
1878, it was advertised for sale 
by the trustee, Mr. Robt. 8. MacDonald, 
under the defaulted second mortgage bonis, 
which were distributed in a great many 
hands. Onthel0th of December it came to 
a sale at the east front of the Court- 
house, where it went underthe hammer to 
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer for $2,500. At the 
time the paper was almost 
absolutely dead. [thadno plant, no circu- 
jation, no money, no good will, none of the 
many things witnout which a newspaper 
cannot live. 


A Day in a Newspaper Office. 

When the kindly reader, sipping bis even- 
ing tea in gowned and silippered 
ease, has the PosT-DIsPATCH handed in to 
him, he recognizes the fact that the news has 
been gathered for himfrom near and far, 
that the whole history of the world for the 
day is before him, and no doubt the process 
of its gathering 1s an utter mystery to him. 
Just how this result is accomplished 
very few who are notnewspaper men them- 
selves know. The process isa complex one, 
requiring specially trained men and great 
resources. Suppose we epend a dayina 
newspaper office and look closely at the sys- 
tem by which apaperis born. Loitering in 
about 8 o’clock in the morning one is apt to 


see a dozen very idle gentlemen 
d-nosited about fhe office in various 
- soomtorighe si blowi 


plete absence of news. When the reader gets 
a paper with reprint on the telegraph and 
editorial pages he can make up his mind 
that somebody connected with the office 
made a bad gness at the amount of room. 
The telegraph serviceis at once different 
and similar tothelocal. Time is such an 
object with an afternoon paper that it was 
long. ago found at once necessary and} 
economicai to have the telegraph service in 
the office, and accordingly one of the best 
operators of the Western Union is detailed 
to the PosT-DISPATCH and receives by 
special wire the telegrams of the paper withb- 
in twenty feet of the telegraph editor’s 
desk. Telegraph editing is entirely differ- 
ent from editing localcopy. As remarked in 
another place, the hurry is 80 creat that the 
city editor has no time to review the lan- 
guage orthe grammar of the reporter, and 
consequently no man would be tolerated 
fora day on the paper whocould not pre- 
sent his story in reudable and correct Eng- 
lish. But telegraph comes abbreviated 
down to the last extreme, nearly all the 
minor words omitted, and the editor must 
supply these, attend tothe language of the 
dispatch and frequently rewrite a long story 
badly told by some rural correspondent. He 
must dothis with arush and at the same 
time with deliberation. He must write the 
head lines, and must keep track of telegraph- 
ic news from all quarters. No live paper de- 
pends upon the A-sociated Press entirely 
for its news, but keeps in addition a special 
correspondent at each of the great news 
centers, a man attached to some 
evening paper there, who is paid for the 
«pace occupied by his specials. Suppose an 
accident happens to a prominent St. Louisan 
in Chicago, The Associated P:ess will bave 
five or six !inesof it. Thetelegraph editor 
at once orders full details from the Chicago 
special correspondent. In the composing- 
room the matter is not set up artic'e by ar- 
ticle,as many suppose. On,the contrary each 


page, of this is cut at least into 
two and more frequently into three parts, 
each of whichis numbered and given toa 


different printer. Suppose that an article 
consists of fifteen pages, abouta column of 
matter, it is divided up smong thirty prin- 
ters and set up, proof taken and read, proof 
corrected and the *‘culley’” returned inten 
minutes. As soon as the forms are 
locked up, which is done page by 
page, the matieris sent intothe stereotyp- 
ing room, matrices taken and plates cast, 
the plites sent down stuirs and fixed upon 
the press ard the press starfed. Without 
special speeding copy canbe pushed through 
from the writer’s desk into the hands of the 
newsboy on the street in 20 minutes. On the 
press of aboutaton of white paper is usea 
every day. With the old press, where there 
was no stereotyping, the printing began 
about fifteen minutes sooner, but the real 
gain in time is in the rapidity with which the 
new press works after it bas started. About 
from 150 to 200 newabovs in the meantime 
bave bougbt their checks for ten, twenty, 


fifty and some of them for a 
hundred and more papers, and as 
fast as the copies leave the 


press they are hustled through the win- 
dows to the boys and out upon the street. 
Simultaneously about sixty-five regu'ar car- 
riers receive their papers for the permanent 
city subseribers. The mail clerk is also at 
work with automatic mailers, bag after bag 
of papers is filed up and sent down on carts 
to the Post-office, and by 6 o’clock the great 
press is ususliy slumbering in its tarpaulin:, 
the.lights are outand the whole establish- 
ment is empty except for the busy clerks in 
the counting-room.

The France of To-Day. 
From the New York Times. 


Throughout France a fortnight ago was 
taken a census—in a single day, as the 
custom there is once each five years—and 
the details of it, when published, are expect- 
ed to disclose interesting particulars. At 
the time of the last census it became strik- 
ingly clear por rapidly the nation bad re- 
covered, in ‘point of population, from the 
effects ofthe war with Germany. By the 
cession of Alsace and Lorraine she has lost 
a million anda balf of her people, but in 1876 
morethan one half of them (803,800) had 
been compensated forinthe total gain she 
had made over the territory that remained. 
It would be an extraordinary result if this 
gain should be equaled by the gain new to 
be shown, for the conditions which favored 
a gain at that time were exceptionaily great; 
but France,in other ways, has advanced 
with enormous strides in the last five years, 
and ifshe bas not hadded 802,000 peeple to 
her population she may, reasonably, be ex- 
pected to have added nearly, or quite enough, 
to compecsate for the million and a half of 
loss. ‘There are probably few countries in 
the world in which population remains so 
nearly constant, both for the whole counirv 
and for localities, asin France. Her people 
are the lastto leave the soil; agriculture 
forms there so overwhelming an element 
in the national industries,and so stable a 
source of livelihood, that the causes which 
elsewere drive men into towns and into 
foreign lands are in a large degree unknown. 
It has again and again been pointed out how 
poor are the Freneh as colonizers and how 
slow to emigrate. Such changes as are of 
repeated occurrence in this country, in the 
matter of population in towns, are entirely 
absent from France, and this is not neces- 
sarvliy because we have a new country and 
they an oldone; for in England have been 
witnessed changes, in town growth, quite as 
large and sudden as in America. Manchester, 
Birmingham and Liverpool need only be 
cited to show this, but Lyons and Marseilles 
have had a history far unlike theirs. Both 
were cities ia the time of Augustus Cesar, 
and at Lyons a first century Emperor was 
born. Marseilles wasa rival of Cartage, 
and a century and a half ago hada population 
so great that it was able to survive a plague 
which destroyed between 40,000 and 50,000 
lives. Manchester, it is true, has an an- 
cient history, but its present greatness is en- 
tirely modern.|Its population, so late as 1800, 
was less than|25,\00, and it Was not incorpor- 
ated until 183s. Her munufactories are 
managed after plans whully unlike those 
which prevail in Lyons Enormous mills, 
owned by miliionaire corporations (a system 
by which the fortunes of operatives are so 
peculiarly subject to ups and downs) do not 
predominate in the French city, where 
master workmen weave the silk in their own 
houses and only eight or ten looms for each 
house isthe commoa rule. Population in 
such circumstances does not fluctuate to the 
extent that it does in towns where mills may 
do an enormous business in one period of 
five years and be idle for half the rest. 


A Remarkable Gua. 
from the New York Tribune. 

In the late war between Chiliand Perua 
curious accident befell an 8-inch Armstrong 
gun on board the Chilian warship Apgamos. 
The last time it was fired the gun, which 
was on deck,slipped out of the trunnion ring, 
flew backward across the ship, and leaped 
into the sea. This was the singular end of 
a rather remarkable history. The gun was 
supplied to the Chilians, before the war, by 
Sir William Armstrong’s firm, and proved a 
formidable terror to Peru. The Angamos 
was previously an Irish pig-boat, and was 
acquired by Chily for the purpose of carry- 
ing this one guv, which, standing off at 
long ranges of 10,000 yards or so, she could 
do with impunity. The Peruvians at length 
sent out their fleet of gunboats to destroy 
their waspish antagonist, when the other 
Chilian ships with their short rangers came 
into action, and drew off the gunboats, ali but 
one, which was sent to engage the An gamus 
at close quarters. The Armstrong gun, 
however, sent ashower of Shrapnel bullets 
onto her decks, and the gunboat retreated. 
As she was nearing port, a pot shot from 
the 8-inch cup, fired at long range and high 
elevation, managed to hit and sink her. The 
gun therefore did plenty of hard work and 
valuable service before it finaily gave way 
and was lostin the sea.

Davidge Commences His Speech 
in the Guiteau Trial. 
Presidential Appeintments— Washington 
News—Political Gossip. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, January 12.—As soon as the 
court was called to order Davidge took a vosi- 
tion infront of the jury and opened the argu- 
ment with a disclaimer of any intention to 
mike aset speech, but expressed a simple 
dcsire torender the jury what aid be could 
in their present and solemn duty. The time 
had now arrived inthis trial when the jury 
were to become the factors. Whatever disor- 
der or levity might have cbaracterized the 
trial, there was but one sentiment in respect 
of the conduct of the jury. All commended 
their dignified deportinent and ciose and pa- 
tient attention to the evidence, and he could 
not doubt that as they had received the com- 
mendation of allin the past they would con= 
tinue to deserve it in the future by their de- 
cision ofthe question before them. 

As Davidge traced the: process of reasoning 
by which the prisener gradually reached the 
conviction that but one life interposed be- 
tween himself and possibly great benefits, 
Guiteau become restless and for the first 
‘ime since the opening of the court indicated 
hv bis nervous twisting about the usual pre- 
liminaries to a series of interruptions which, 
in this instance quickly followed. 

“Not often,” said Davidge, “inthe record 
of heinous crime do we have such plain and 
pointed evidence as to the first conception of 
the crime. In this case the suggestion came 
to the wretch in the night as _ he 
was lying in his bed.” 

‘*Tt came to me when the Lord got ready to 
have it,’’ snarled the prisoner. 

Davidge continued, **This thought or sug- 
gestion came to him on the 18th of May. Still 
thinking he might obtain office he sought to 
keep his hands clean. Me made another ef- 
fort on the 28th of May to induce the Pres- 
ident—” 

Guiteau calied out from the dock, “I would 
not nave taken a foreign mission after the 
Ist of Juneif it had been offered to me.’’ 

Daviage (apparently not heeding him): On 
the 28 of Mayv— 

Guiteau: I am talking about the first of 
June. 

Davidge (pausing a moment): Just listen 
to him. 

Guifeau (sneerinzly): Thev would listen 
to you, but your talk is so weak it is hardly 
worth listening to. 

For several minutes Guiteau continued to 


interject his comments with the evident in- 
tention of annoving Davidge, but finding he 
could not effect this, he finally subsided into 
compiete silence. 

“Tn the beginning,’ said Davidge, “Sit was 


sought to show the prisoner was 
oft his balance. Now the court 
tells you to took for’ that degree 


of insanity that disables aman from knowing 
what he was doing was wrong. ‘This test 
you are to apply upon the 
question’ of inspiration. I think I, will 
be able-to show toyour satisfaction how lit- 
tie there isin this claim.’’ The only ques- 
tion, he said, was that of insanity. He then 
argued thatthe prisover had that degree 
of intelligence, legal knowiedge and moral 
sense which rendered him responsible for 
bis action. Ina telling speech be showed 
that the prisoner himself had wit to see the 
fatal line of Scovilie’s defense and repudi- 
ated it, arguing in his own 
behatf he was no imbecile but a 
sane man whose intel'ect and will had been 
dominated during a specified period of time 
rendering him irresponsible for tbis partic- 
ular crime. He then reviewed the circum- 
stances of the crime and the victim, and 
his analysis of Guiteau’s character was 
graphic and effective. “If,’’ he exciaimed 
wed | were to sum uv the mora 
and intel'ectual qualities of this man, 
I should savthat he hadthe daring of the 
vulture combined with the heart of the 
wolf.” 

In speaking of Guiteau’s plan he remark- 
ed upon his greater fear of amob than of 
the law and exclaimed: 

‘We must say to our shame that this esti- 
mate hadafoundation. It rests,” he add- 
ed, *“‘with the jury to show the wor'd wheth- 
er Guiteau’s plan was well founded.”

morning hours as usual in walking and 
praver. They held no conversation with 
their fellow-prisoners and but little between 
themselves, each being wrapt up in his own 
thoughts. A few minutes before 11 o’clock 
Mrs. Baber, the old mother of the condemned 
man, Mrs. Henderson, his sister, from Mex- 
ico, Mo., ber husband and the two ladies and 
the gentleman who accompanied the old lady 
yesterday visited the Jail. The distressing 
scene Of yesterday was re-enacted. When 
Baber, who had dressed in his new suit of 
clothes, approached, his mother and sister 
threw themselves on his breast and kissed 
him repeatedly the mother crying aloud “‘O, 
my son, my son.” All walking and life 
stopped amoug the other prisoners who 
were witnesses to the sad scene of yes- 
terday. The women in the south- 
ern rows leaned over the balcony 
and intently watchedthe final parting of 
mother and son, sister and brother.. Before 
they released their embrace the mother and 
daughter swooned away and were caught in 
the ready arms of the gentleman accompany- 
ing them and Jailer Ryan. Afterafew min- 
utes they were restored, and between sobs 
and moans the last interview was held. 
Before they took their last farewell, 
Mrs. Henderson clasped her brother in her 
arms and fainted away in the excitement. 
Both Mrs. Baber and her daughter were 
weak with grief. Asthey arose the old lady 
foldedthe murderer in her armsas she 
might a child and with the tears streaming 
down her face, said: ‘Farewell, farewell, 
farewell!’? She wasconducted tothe screen, 
while Mrs. Henderson embraced her brother 
for the last time and took a 
last farewell. Almost fainting, the women 
were taken into Jailer Ryan’s « flice to com- 
pose themselves. As they emerged from the 
jail the crowd of gapers who thronged the 
rotunda of the Four Courts parted respect- 
fully, leaving a passage for tne mourning 
family. When seated in the office, Mrs. 
Henderson exclaimed, “Oh, will they surely 
bang a poor, crazy boy?? After spending 
afew moments there, Mr. O. Bishop. 
Baber’s attorney, who had made a hard 
fight for his client Was sent for to the courts. 
rhe condemned man’s relations thanked 
him beartily for his efforts to save him from 
the gallows and shortly after left the build. 

Before Mrs. Henderson !eft the jail she cut 
a lock of hair from Baber’s head, saying that 
sne would keep it in remembrance of her 
poor brother.

The 
pre-Ruphbaelites were a number of young 
poets and paiuters who vauded together in 
ondon about thirty years since, to revolu- 
tionize Eugiish poetry and painting. Tney 
hadibree things which the Eagiisa public 
mever forgave—youth pewer »nd enthusiasm. 
Satire paid them the homage which medi- 
ocrity pays to genius. Their detractors 
blieded the public, but simply confirmed ibe 


artists in their convictions. To disagree with 
three-fourts of ali Exgiand op ali points is 
pme of the first eiemenuts of sanity. Pre- 
Raphaeclism was, above ail things, a return 
te nature—to draw and paint nothing but 
what was seen. 

The hecture concludes as follows: 

We have listened to the charmiug music of 
Sullivan and the clever satire of Mr. Gilbert 
for three bundred nights, and I am sure, 
havi given 50 much time to satire, it is 
not asking t©oO much to ask you to listen to 
the truth for one evening.

STARVING TO DEATH. 


Alas for the Rarity of Christian 
Charity Under the Sun. 


A Widow and Her Seven Children With- 
out Food in the Presence of the 
Husband’s Corpse. 


In a dark room on the second floor of 


building No. 1321 North Tenth street is a sad 
case of poverty. An emaciated corpse lay on 
a poorly covered’bed at one side of the room 
this morning, and about if grouped the widow 
and seven orphans of the dead man. The 
mother’s moans were interrupted to listen ot 
& juseless cry for bread from the 
little ones who huddled about her, 


unmindfnt of the presence of death, and cry- 
ing for food which they could not obtain. 
The womanis Annie Kovinski, who, with 
SEVEN SICKLY, HELPLESS CHILDREN, 
now mournsthe loss of the husband and 
father while slowly starving to death them- 
selves. There was nota bite of food in the 
house, no fire and no fuel. The seven chil- 
dren, the eldest of whom is scarcely nine 


years, were all barefooted and nestled 
together in one corner of the 
dimly lighted room, gathering about 


them the few old rags that lay about the 
floor. This morning an officer and a reporier 
visited the destitute family. Mrs. Kovinski 
is without a penny and had not tasted food 
fortwo days. The lastsupply was a few 
buns for the dying man. 

LIFE WAS NO SOONER EXTINCT 
than the widowed mother dis- 
tributed the limited allowance to her 
Starving children. To-day the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society, who Jearned her condition 
and vouch for the woman as deserving and 
worthy, took charge ofthe body, which they 
will inter and furnish the family with food 
for the present.

MASON’S MATINEE. 


Regulations for the Extent of the Jail- 
Yard Attendauce To-Morrow. 


Sheriff Mason was too unwell to remain at 
his oflice under the dome this morning. He 
was therefore spared the ordeal of passing 
personally upon the hundreds of applica- 
tions for tickets to view the execution 
to-morrow. The Sheriff feels sorely 
aggrieved at the press comments upon 


the character and extent of the motely at- 
tendance at his matinees within the Jail 
vard. Heeaysthatif it were a matter of 
discretion with him but twenty-five per- 
sous, the number prescribed by law as the 
minimum, would be permitted to witness 


the executions. Personally such scenes 
are very revolting to his sen- 
timents, but in issuing tickets 


heis simply responding to a feverish de- 
mand which roils iv personally and by letter 
from persons Of repute several days before- 
hand. The Sheriff keeps a memorandum- 
book of these prior applications, which is 
reculariv indexed, and the tickets are issued 
only to those parties at the office the day 
before the execution. Mr. Mason deter 
mined upon this occasion to limit 
the issue of tickets to 350, but 275 requeste 
were forwarded to the vollice at the Court- 
house and about-+150 applications were re- 
ceived at the Four Courts office. The names 
of the parties thus desiring to gratify a mor- 
bid appetite have not been given out for pub- 
lication, althougb such a course has veen 
advised. The Sheriff’s son states that 
only the applications cf reepectable citizens, 
merchants, salesmen, clerke, railroad officiais 
and people of regulur avocation are cunsid- 
ered and placedin the memorandum book. 
Ifthe tickets get into otber hands, ward 
hummers, thugs and hoodlums, the She:iff 
thinks that he cannot be blamed forit. E.uch 


ticket is stamped witb the Sher- 
iff’s signature, and the recipient is 
informed thatit is not transferable. Atthe 


last exccution the Sheriff is convinced that 
counterfeit tickets were in circulation; hence 
the precaution of a stamped signature. He 
also comp '‘ains that officers of the police de- 
partment and oficers at the Jail, 
Four Courts and Morgue = admitted 
several persons without tickets last Friday. 
The Sheriff has provided two kinds of 
tickets for to-morrow. The one admits to 
the Jail and will be issued to the Sheriff's 
deputies, physicians, clergy and members of 
the press. The other 16 the biackbordered 
ticket of admission to the Jail yard only and

rhe law provides for twenty-five witnesses 
or mere ataprivate execution. There is no 
question that the Sheriff bas the power to 
limit the attendance, andit remains to be 
sechn whether he will respond to the better 


sense of public taste to-mozrow by 
doing 80. This morning his offi- 
ces were besieged Iby applicants 


of every character, but the Sheriff’s inatruc- 
tions were that only those persons noted 
down in the book ehould receive tickets. The 
Sheriff cught to have the backbone to refuse 
these applications, 

THE SHERIFF’S EXPLANATION. 

Sheriff Mason came duwa to his office at 
the Court-house at noon, although quite 
sick. He remained in bis inner sanctum, 
which was locked and guarded against 
ticket-intruders. To a PostT-DISPaTCH 
reporter the Sheriff said: 
“Tio not think the pre<s criticisms upon me 
arejust. You would be surprised to know the 
standing ofthe menin this city who solicit 
tickets for the execution. They are among 
tne best class and they generally say that the 
ticket is for some friend. I couid not give their 
names, because when the application is 
made by this class of citizens, they appear 
ashamed, and expressiy request that the 
matter shall not made known. 
Then, again, I am beset with 
written applications from the sheriffs of 
ull surrounding counties, who want to 
the execution and note the 
arrangements. I have refused tickets to-day 
to physicians and prominent men of business; 
so you see I have the courage to refuse. 
The whole business is very painful to me 
and it worries me very m..ch.’’
